Executive Order 13650 - Under the chemical safety and security executive order (EO 13650), 
each region was expected to form working groups with other federal agency, state, and local 
partners. EPA Region 8 developed a working group with all six states and developed standard 
operating procedures for five areas: 1) State, Local, and Tribal Engagement; 2) Federal Program 
Triggers; 3) The Emergency Response Application System Access; 4) EO 13650 Information 
Sharing, Coordinated Inspections, and Referrals; and 5) LEPC Best Practice Implementation and 
Support. In addition, six separate state plans have been drafted and some of the work items have 
already been implemented (e.g., conducting a workshop for Utah LEPCs of approximately 120 
attendees in March 2015). 


Through the Incident Management Team, the Preparedness Unit supported three significant 
spills/events this year in Region 8: Bridger Poplar Spill, Blacktail Creek, and Gold King Mine. 


Bakken Crude Oil Strategy - Even with reduced oil resources, the Preparedness Unit was able to 
conduct a significant amount of this year’s FRP/SPCC inspections in the Bakken area. In 
addition, the Preparedness Unit and Response Unit provided a significant amount of regulatory 
compliance assistance in the Bakken area by rotating OSC and Oil Program staff for a one week 
period every month. The focus was on conducting SPCC inspections at potential FRP facilities; 
conducting FRP inspections and GIUES at targeted facilities; building relationships with State, 
Tribes and industry; and, responding to spills. In addition, Region 8 led the development and 
completion of a Bakken Shale Crude Oil Study which was used nationally as information to 
other federal agency officials, state, and local officials on understanding the characteristic of 
Bakken crude oil.
